Madam  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1959 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Circular  1 /60  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health. 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  in  their  Circular  state  that  they 
regard  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  an  essential 
appraisal  of  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  each  area,  indeed  this 
is  perfectly  true  and  I would  go  further  and  say  that  it  is  of  great 
interest  to  those  making  a study  of  social  history,  as  perusal  of  Old 
Annual  Reports  going  back  to  the  turn  of  the  century  is  quite 
fascinating  and  they  are  a permanent  record  of  social  and  environ- 
mental features  of  those  days. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Urban  District  was  19,480. 
and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  5 893 
as  compared  with  4,448  in  1946.  The  table  extracted  from’ the 
Registiar  Geneial  s Census  1951  is  retained,  this  shows  the  average 
number  of  persons  per  room  and  standard  of  household  amenities 
and  the  reduction  in  overcrowding  compared  with  the  figures  shown 
in  the  1931  Census  (page  10). 


BIRTHS.

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DEATHS  FROM  ACCIDENT. 


Four  elderly  females  met  their  death  from  accidents  in  the 
home  during  the  year.  The  cause  of  death  in  three  of  these,  aged 
93,  88  and  76,  being  due  to  pneumonia  following  a fracture  of  the 
femur  resulting  from  falls  in  their  own  homes. 

A feeble  woman  aged  70,  died  in  hospital  following  severe 
burns  which  she  apparently  sustained  by  sitting  close  to  an  electric 
fire  which  she  is  believed  to  have  placed  under  the  kitchen  table. 

Although  more  people  are  killed  in  their  homes  than  on  the 
roads  and  in  industry  put  together  (the  approximate  proportion 
being  21  to  16  deaths  per  day  respectively)  few  people,  and  indeed 
not  even  the  daily  press  or  our  Parliamentary  representatives,  seem 
to  be  aware  of  this.  “ Death  on  the  road  ” and  seasonal  drowning 
accidents  appear  to  be  front  page  news,  but  deaths  of  old  people 
and  children  from  various  causes  in  their  own  homes  appears  not 
to  qualify  for  headlines. 

However,  the  press  gave  ample  publicity  lately  to  the  dangers 
of  fires  arising  from  certain  types  of  paraffin  heaters  when  exposed 
to  a draught,  and  Legislation  was  introduced  to  prevent  their  sale. 

I have  addressed  the  Old  Age  Pensioners  Association  on 
hazards  in  the  home  and  the  prevention  of  home  accidents. 

Nearly  70  per  cent  of  home  accidents  are  due  to  falls  by 
elderly  people,  and  it  is  a known  fact  that  deterioration  in  the 
sense  of  balance  is  one  of  the  first  failings  in  old  age  and  appears  to 
occur  at  an  earlier  age  in  the  female  sex. 

In  certain  old  pattern  terrace  type  houses  in  Penarth  the 
gas  service  enters  the  house  behind  the  front  door,  the  meter  being 
fixed  on  brackets  at  a high  level.  On  approaching  the  Cardiff 
Undertaking  of  the  Wales  Gas  Board  about  the  inconvenience  and 
possible  danger  to  elderly  persons  living  in  these  houses  they  agreed 
to  visit,  and  in  cases  of  real  need  and  hardship,  remove  the  meter 
to  a more  convenient  and  safe  position  without  charge. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 

There  was  no  real  epidemic  of  Poliomyelitis  in  this  country 
during  the  year  and  not  a single  case  occurred  in  the  town. 
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With  reference  to  the  Table  of  Immunisation  and  Vaccina- 
tion procedures  carried  out  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  County 
Council  (page  17)  it  will  be  seen  that  almost  four  and  a half 
thousand  Poliomyelitis  injections  were  given  during  the  year  to 
children  and  adults  up  to  26  years  of  age. 


FOOD  POISONING. 

Ten  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred,  the  causative  organism 
being  Salmonella  typhimurium,  with  the  exception  of  two  isolated 
cases,  Salmonella  aberdeen  being  recovered  from  one  and 
Salmonella  st.  paul  from  the  other,  an  interesting  case  as  she  was 
an  infant  of  only  12  months. 

Eight  of  the  cases  were  in  three  households,  but  although  the 
original  source  of  the  infection  could  not  be  ascertained,  these 
iamilies  were  related,  and  the  children  concerned  were  visiting 
each  others  homes  at  the  relevant  times. 

Of  the  foodstuffs  known  to  be  associated  with  Food  Poisoning, 
meat  and  made  up  meat  dishes,  imported  eggs  and  dessicated 
coconut  appear  to  have  become  more  prominent  in  the  last  few 
years. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

I hirteen  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year,  ten  Pulmonary  and  three  Non-Pulmonarv. 


DYSENTERY. 

There  were  sixteen  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  notified  or  dis- 
covered in  six  housholds  during  the  year,  eleven  of  them  being 
school  or  pre-school  children. 


HEALTH  SERVICES. 

On  (page  22)  I have  given  a list  of  hostels  and  other  institu- 
tions situated  in  Penarth  and  also  tabulated  the  Health  Services 
administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  office  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council.  5 
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Close  liaison  exists  between  the  Children’s  Department  and 
the  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council,  particularly  in 
regard  to  problem  families.  A Children’s  Co-ordination  Committee 
meets  regularly  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office  when  the  Children’s 
Officers,  Health  Visitors,  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspectors,  Probation  Officers, 
etc.,  meet  to  discuss  the  various  problems  involved  and  see  what 
can  be  done  to  prevent  hardship  to  the  children  concerned  and 
decide  on  the  best  method  of  attempting  to  educate  and  re-habilitate 
these  problem  families. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  swimming  baths  at  the  Esplanade  comprise  one  large 
and  one  small  pool  housed  in  the  same  building,  the  baths  being 
constructed  sometime  in  the  early  1880’s. 

The  water  used  is  that  of  the  Bristol  Channel  being  pumped 
up  at  high  water  from  the  end  of  the  pier  and  allowed  to  settle  in 
large  sedimentation  tanks. 


Treatment  consists  of  coagulation  using  Alumina  Sulphate 
with  rapid  filtration  after  carrying  out  any  necessary  adjustment  of 
the  alkalinity  with  Soda  Ash.  This  is  followed  by  continuous 
process  of  chlorination,  aeration  and  heating  to  a temperature  of 
about  72°  fahrenheit,  the  complete  turnover  of  the  bath  water 
being  on  an  average  four  hours,  and  this  may  be  still  further  re- 
duced to  about  three  and  a half  hours  during  busy  periods. 


Chemical  and  Bacteriological  control  is  carried  out  by 
submitting  samples  to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Labor- 
atory. In  addition  the  amount  of  free  Chlorine  in  the  bath  water 
is  easily  tested  by  means  of  a Patterson  chloroscope.  the  usual  finding 
being  a residual  Chlorine  level  of  between  0.2  and  0.4  part  per 
million. 


1 referred  to  certain  unsatisfactory  features  appertaining  to 
the  baths  in  my  Annual  Report  of  1952  and  these  are  still  in 
existence,  the  most  disquieting  features  being  the  siting  of  dressing 
cubicles  at  the  side  end  end  of  the  pools  and  the  total  lack  of  foot 
baths  which  of  course  should  be  constructed  and  so  sited  that  all 
swimmers  have  to  pass  through  them  before  entering  the  water. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  Cardiff  City  Water  Undertaking  supplies  water  to 
Penarth  and  in  addition  to  submitting  samples  to  the  Cardiff  and 
County  Public  Health  Laboratory  regularly  both  for  Chemical  and 
Bacteriological  analysis,  the  Cardiff  Water  Engineer  forwards  copies 
of  their  sampling. 

In  addition,  a frequent  check  is  kept  on  the  amount  of 
residual  Chlorine  in  the  water  from  various  parts  of  the  town  by 
testing  with  a Patterson  Chloroscope. 


LITTER  ACT,  1958. 

The  above  Act  came  into  force  on  the  7th  August,  1958  and 
from  that  date  anyone  despositing  litter  without  authority  at  a 
place  in  the  open  air  to  which  the  public  have  access  without  pay- 
ment is  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  £10. 

Local  authorities,  the  police  and  private  individuals  may 
institute  proceedings. 

As  far  as  Penarth  is  concerned,  one  has  the  impression  that 
the  Act  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  amount  of  litter  on  the  streets 
to  some  extent,  but  the  amount  of  thoughtlessly  thrown  litter  seen 
daily  in  the  streets,  such  as  papers,  ice-cream,  sweet  and  cigarette 
wrappers  is  still  considerable.  Bearing  in  mind  the  thousands  of 
times  a day  an  offence  is  committed  in  this  way  in  this  country,  it 
seems  remarkable  that  my  information  is  that  to  date  only  a few 
hundred  presecutions  have  been  instituted  in  the  country  as  a whole. 

I believe  there  is  need  for  much  increased  provisions  of  small 
neat  litter  containers  attached  to  lamp  posts,  railings,  walls,  etc., 
together  with  notices  reminding  the  public  of  the  Litter  Act  and 
the  amount  of  maximum  fines.  Many  authorities  exhibit  these 
notices  and  I am  quite  sure  that  they  have  some  effect. 

One  cannot  help  reflecting  that  if  this  Act  were  vigorously 
enforced  throughout  the  country,  there  would  be  a saving  of  many 
thousands  of  pounds  in  the  vast  sums  which  are  spent  at  present  on 
street  cleansing. 


atmospheric  pollution. 

Purity  of  the  atmosphere  is  a public  health  matter,  the  im- 
portance of  which  has  become  more  prominent  in  the  last  few  years 
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with  the  realisation  that  the  high  percentage  of  matter  such  as 
soot,  grit,  dust  or  chemical  fumes  emanating  from  industrial  and 
domestic  chimneys  can  be  most  injurious  to  health,  vegetation  and 
property. 

We  are  fortunate  in  this  community  in  being  free  from 
Industrial  pollution  with  the  exception  of  one  stack  at  a Cement 
Works  at  the  southern  extremity  of  the  district. 

Following  further  joint  consultations  with  the  Cardiff  Rural 
District  Council,  it  was  agreed  that  the  measurement  of  deposited 
matter  and  gaseous  pollution  which  had  been  set  up  in  1958  be 
continued  until  the  end  of  February  1959.  Comparison  of  the 
results  with  those  obtained  in  other  authorities  where  there  were 
numerous  cement  works,  such  as  Dartford,  Northfleet,  Rochester, 
etc.,  showed  that  the  amount  of  calcium  deposited  at  the  site  of  our 
deposit  gauge  in  Penarth  was  less  than  half  the  amount  deposited 
in  the  Thameside  areas,  and  that  gaseous  pollution  in  the  form  of 
Sulphur  Dioxide  was  only  a third  of  the  figures  given  in  the  same 
districts. 

The  Penarth  Public  Health  Commitee  resolved  to  continue 
measurement  of  gaseous  pollution  by  retaining  one  apparatus,  this 
being  sited  on  the  roof  of  the  Paget  Rooms. 

Following  complaints  from  the  public  of  the  nuisance  caused 
by  the  emanation  of  sulphurous  gases  from  the  Cement  Works 
stack,  a Council  delegation  met  the  Manager  and  Area  Chemist  at 
the  Cement  Works  in  June,  when  the  matter  was  amicably  discussed. 
The  important  factors  involved  appear  to  be  the  type  of  coal  being 
utilised  and  the  percentage  of  sulphur  in  the  coal  and  this  is  of 
course  an  integral  part  of  the  economics  of  the  whole  process. 

Although  our  measuring  apparatus  shows  a fairly  low  figure, 
it  must  be  admitted  that  on  occasion  and  under  certain  atmospheric 
conditions  there  is  a definite  smell  nuisance  in  the  town,  usually  of 
short  duration. 


WEATHER. 

I think  it  of  interest  to  record  the  remarkable  spell  of  summer 
weather  experienced  in  this  country  during  1959. 

Meteorological  records  prove  it  to  have  been  the  sunniest 
summer  of  this  century. 
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The  long  spell  of  blue  skies  and  blazing  sun  commenced 
about  May,  and  continued  until  October,  and  a perusal  of  the 
records  of  daily  rainfall  shows  that  there  were  long  periods  of  dry 
spells  and  the  rain  when  it  came  was  fairly  heavy  and  of  short 
duration,  leaving  clear  skies. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  during  the  year,  i.e.,  the  compulsory  removal 
on  a Court  Order  of  persons  “ who  are  unable  to  devote  to  them- 
selves and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and 
attention.” 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council, 
colleagues  and  in  particular  the  staff'  of  the  Health  department  for 
their  loyal  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  new  building  sites 
in  the  area  and  permanent  baiting  points  set  up  using  warfarin  as 
the  bait.  This  method  has  proved  quite  successful  in  places  where 
re-invasion  was  taking  place. 


Sewer  Campaign. 


The  woik  for  the  destruction  of  rats  in  the  sewers  was  con- 
tinued and  as  in  previous  years  two  maintenance  treatments  were 
carried  out.  The  total  number  of  manholes  inspected  at  each  treat- 
ment was  580  and  of  these  nearly  500  were  pre-baited.  Further 
inspection  showed  evidence  of  rat  infestation  in  300  of  these  and 
they  were  subsequently  poison  baited. 


The  treatments  showed  that  over  50%  of  the  manholes  had
